Many  of  the  most  substantial  families  of  the  period 
trained  their  sons  in  some  trade,  as  well  as  other 
means  of  gaining  a  livelihood .  John  Gray  and  his 
brothers  were  trained  as  smiths. 

He  was  five  feet  eight  inches  tall,  weighed 
onehundredf if ty  pounds,  had  black  hair,  fair'  skin, 
and  blue  eyes.  His  ancestry  was  Scotsh- Irish  and 
Sweedish. 

Like  all  members  of  his  family  he  held  very 
firm  and  decided  religious  views.  They  belonged  to 
the  early  methodist  societies  and  took  an  active  part  . 
in  building  the  Methodist  Church.  When  the  Church 
became  divided  on  the  issue  of  slavery  John  Gray 
became  convinced  of  the  immoral aty  of  human  bond¬ 
age  and  manumitted  his  slaves.  He  trained  each  man 
as  a  smith  and  established  him  in  a  smithy  of  his 
own.  Each  woman  was  trained  as  a  housewife  and 
given  a  home  of  her  own. 

John  Gray  was  one  of  the  financial  backers  of 
Edgar  Allen  Poe  in  one  of  the  latters  journalistic 
ventures.  Just  as  the  enterprise  was  becoming  a 
financial  success  Poe  celebrated  the  event  by  enter¬ 
ing  on  one  of  his  alcoholic  sprees.  The  resulting 
neglect  of  duty  caused  the  venture  to  fail  much  to 
the  financial  loss  of  Gray# 
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About  the  year  18UU,  John  Gray  followed  his 
father  and  several  of  his  half  brothers  to  Marion 
County,  Ohio.  A  few  years  later  he  again  migrated 
to  Milton,  Iowa.  This  town  had  been  founded  by 
near  relatives  and  friends  from  Milton  Delaware  *

B0th 
having  received  serious  injuries  in  a  run- away  acci¬ 
dent,  Dr.  Gray  sold  his  interests,  and  traveling  by 
horse- and- buggy,  took  an  extensive  trip  with  his 
wife  and  son,  over  the  plains  of  Kansas,  to  visit 
his  brother  James,  who  was  living  in  the  then  new 
town  of  Iuka.  Liking  the  country  he.  Remained  and 
practiced  medicine  for  the  next  twenty  years  in 
Pratt  County.  He  maintained  a  drug  store  in  both

BEAUCLERE 


The  name  Beauclere  or  Beucler  was  derived  from 
LeClere,  a  very  common  name  in  western  Europe  during 
medieval  times*  It  means  "The  Educated  Oie",  or  "The 
Highly  Learned  Che".  The  present  family  seat  (1915)  is 
in  and  around  Montebeliard  and  Mont  Bar,  in  France  near 
the  Swiss  Border.  In  ancient  times,  it  moved  from  place 
to  place  due  to  religious  persecutions* 

The  sect  to  which  the  family  belonged,  tradition 
says,  had  never  been  under  the  domination  of  the  Church 
of  Rome,  even  from  the  early  Christian  era,  but  like 
that  church  was  a  part  of  the  great  Ecumenical  or  Ortho¬ 
dox  Body.  It  did  not  oarticipate  with  the  Roman  church 
when  the  latter  withdrew  from  the  Orthodox  body  in  the 
11th  century,  but  continued  in  communion  with  the  parent 
church.  This  sect  afterwards  developed  into  the 
Waldenses  or  Vaudois  (Dwellers  in  The  Valley)  Church 
which  had  become  quite  numerous  by  the  end  of  the  12th 
century ,  At  the  beginning  of  the  13th  century,  the 
sect  was  subject  to  persecutions  so  intense  that  they 
were  almost  exterminated.  Those  who  survived  were  driven 
into  the  mountainous  regions  of  southern  France,  Italy 
and  Switzerland,  where  in  remote  and  almost  in-accessible 
valleys  they  were  able  to  maintain  their  faith.  The 
LeClere  family  originated  among  these  people. 

Qie  Pierre  LeClere,  a  young  lad,  lived  with  his 
people  in  one  of  these  peaceful,  prosperous,  Swiss 
vdleys  a  time  when  the  Holy  Roman  Emperor  sent  troops 
to  exterminate  these  so  called  heritics,  who  were  under 
condemnation  by  the  Roman  Church.  The  soldiers  fell  up¬ 
on  the  unsuspecting  village  in  the  night,  and  as  the 
alarmed  and  frightened  inhabitants  rushed  from  their 
homes,  they  were  struck  down,  or  captured  and  turned  over 
o  the  officers  of  the  inquisition.  Since  they  were  al¬ 
ready  condemned,  executions  were  started  on  the  spot. 


. 
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Young  Pierre  hid  in  an  unused  o?en  from  where  he  saw  by 
the  light  of  their  burning  hones,  the  torture-death  of 
his  friends  and  relatives  at  the  hands  of  the  soldiers 
and  the  Romanist  mob  which  accompanied  them.  Every 
nan,  woman  and  child  was  killed.  His  father  and 
brother  were  tied  upright  against  trees  and  the  fanatics 
were  given  the  privilege  of  driving  wooden  pegs  and 
hugh  iron  spikes  through  the  limbs,  abdomen,  chest, 
mouth  and  finally  the  eyes,  thus  crucifying  them  to 
the  trees.  From  that  day  to  this,  in  every  generation 
some  member  of  the  Beauclere  family  has  lost  his  life 
or  definitely  faced  death,  due  to  religious  per¬ 
secution.  After  the  mob  had  finished  its  gruesome 
work,  Pierre  alone  remained  alive. 

Pierre  LeClere  fled  the  country  and  escaped  in¬ 
to  France  where  at  the  time  religious  persecution 
was  not  active.  He  located  near  Mont  Bar,  not  far 
from  Montebelliard,  where  he  found  refuge.  Fearing 
he  might  be  traced,  he  changed  his  name  to  Beauclere 
to  further  conceal  his  identity.  All  people  by  this 
name  have  descended  from  Pierre  Beauclere.  An  uncle 
(or  brother)  who  was  not  in  the  village  at  the  time  of 
the  massacre  joined  him  in  his  escape  to  France,  but 
pushed  on  into  one  of  the  German  States. 

Beauclere  remained  at  Mt.  Bar  and  established 
&  family  which  through  the  centuries  became  so  num¬ 
erous  that  in  19lU  there  were  over  one  thousand  in 
the  locality,  bearing  that  name.  Pierre  retained 
his  religious  faith.  The  community  became  a  Protestant 
stronghold  during  the  era  of  the  Reformation. 


Early  in  the  19th  century  several  of  these 
Beaucleres  migrated  to  the  United  States  and  founded 
families  in  this  country.  To  trace  the  ancestry  of 
any  one  person  of  the  Beauclere  name  to  the  original 
ancestor  is  practically  impossible,  even  though  a 
written  record  were  extant.  The  difficulty  lies 
in  the  custom  of  giving  the  same  Christian  names  to 
the  children  of  every  generation.  Each  new  bom  was 
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usually  named  after  an  uncle  or  an  aunt.  As  a  result  of 
this  custom,  the  names  of  Peter,  Fredrick,  John,  Louis 
Mary,  Elizabeth,  Catherine  and  Margaret  were  repeated 

generation  after  generation  until  an  imp enet rat able  maze 
had  been  formed, 

are  a  Beauclere  or  a  Beucler,  trace  your 
ancestry  to  the  progenitor  who  migrated  to  America  and 
be  satisfied  with  the  knowledge  you  descended  from  the 
above  described  family.

.  The  D’Aumenil  or  Dumenil  or  Dumesnil  family  is  of 
ancient  Norman  origin,  being  mention  in  the  histories  of 
that  country  as  early  as  11^2.  During  a  period  of  five- 
hundred  years  many  of  its  members  bore  the  title  of 
Marquis,  and  established  several  noted  and  noble  families 
not  only  in  France,  but  also  in  the  neighboring  provinces. 
At  the  time  of  the  French  Revolution  there  were  at  least 
five  persons  bearing  the  title  of  Marquis  Dumesnil  living 
in  Lorraine,  all  members  of  the  same  great  family  and 
closely  related.  Three  of  the  families  were  enobled 
after  1750. 

This  genealogical  record  refers  to  the  Dumenil 
family  du  Vic.  It  was  originated  by  one  of  the  younger 
sons  of  the  parent  stem,  and  is  *finitly  known  to  be  a 
very  old  sept.  He  changed  the  name  from  D’Aumenil  to 
Dumenil,  and  this  is  the  only  family  we  have  been  able 
to  find  with  the  named  spelled  without  the  letter  "s". 
However,  we  have  found  this  branch  using  the  ancient 
spelling  of  D’Aumenil,  and  have  reason  to  believe  the 
Marqmis  du  Vic  later  fell  heir  to  the  title  of  Marquis 
D'Aumenil.

Mary  Ann(Marchal)  his  widow,  was  very  devout  Roman  Catholic 
and  reduced  the  family  penury  with  gifts  to  the  monks  of 
a  nearby  monastery,  some  of  whan  were  priests.  These 
were  in  return  for  masses  held  for  the  repose  of 
the  souls  of  her  deceased  husband  and  infant  daughter. 

As  a  result  of  the  privations  suffered  by  her  children 
th^r  all  became  agnostic. 

Mary  Ann  and  her  four  youngest  children  migrated  to 
the  United  States  in  1831.

A  Genealogy  of  The  Descendants 
Of 

Alexander  Robertson  of  Rannoch 


A  histrory  of  the  Robertson  Family  is  essentialy 
the  history  of  Clan  Donnachaidh.  The  records  of 
the  Clan  are  so  abundant  that  a  great  "Long  Chart" 
was  made  to  delineate  the  various  families  which 
contributed  to  the  Robertson  ancestry.  This  Robert¬ 
son  genealogy  traces  the  ialc  lint,  of  descent- through 
the  clan  from  its  earliest  male  progenitor  to  the 
Aberle  and  York  Families. 

A  second  genealogy  has  been  added  to  satisfy 
the  curiosity  of  the  compiler  as  to  the  extent  a 
person  now  living  can  trace  their  ancestry,  either 
through  the  male  or  fonale  lines,  and  be  able  to 
name  at  least  one  person  in  each  generation.  The 
subject  used  was  the  person  of  Ann  York. 

The  numbers  used  in  both  the  Robertson  gene¬ 
alogy,  and  in  the  ancestry  table  of  Ann  York,  were 
taken  from  the  "Long  Chart".  The  first  part  of 
the  number  indicates  the  number  of  generations 
from  the  earliest  ancestor*  The  last  part  of  the 
number  identifies  the  person  in  his  or  her  genera¬ 
tion.  Each  person  bears  the  same  number  in  both 
charts.
